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Family Violence - We all 
need to know more about it »

Last year, 
violence were’ reported statewide. Palm 
County ranked, number seven in the number of 
reported cases. Nearly 35 percent of all women 
treated in Florida’s emergency rooms were 
there for symptoms related to domestic vio- 
lence. Families in which domestic violence 
„occurs use doctors eight times more often, visit 
emergency room six times more often and use 
six times more prescription drugs than the gen- 
eral population. 

Almost 25 percent of absenteeism, low pro- 
ductivity, turnover and excessive use of medical 
benefits is thought to be due to family violence. 
The cases and unreported effects on 
the children in homes troubled by domestic vio- 
lence may be far greater than the known statis- 
tics. , 

Being present in a home where family vio- 
lence occurs is considered ኳ form of child abuse, 
and it is estimated that nearly 75 percent of 
men who abuse their partner also abuse chil- 
dren. Battered elders are the isolated victims. 
We all need to know more about this problem 
which touches so many of us. Statistically, it is 
almost a certainty that more than one person 
reading this article is touched by the problem of 
family violence, directly or indirectly, whether 
or not your are aware of it. 

Over the past two years, presiding over a 
family division of the Circuit Court in the South 


face to face with this problem on a regular 
basis, and J can report to you that it affects all 
socioeconomic levels, and is present in every 
one of the diverse elements of our county's pop- 
ulation. I-have had the chilling experience of 
being forced to cancel one scheduled domestic 
violence hearing this year due to the murder of 
the victim by the batterer. In fact, a person is 
killed by a family member in Florida every 36

tim, the batterer will’often go to great lengths /> 


to regain it. As stated recently bea focal news- 
paper reader: “Murder is the exit fee that often 
looms before women fleeing from abusive rela- 
tionships. And the toll bagth is extremely well 
marked.” 

Most victims therefore, have ፳" very good rea- 
son for not leaving, namely, a well-founded fear 
of death or great bodily harm. The Cbvernor’s 
Task Force found that the threat of violence 


increases dramatically by approximately, 75 “ 


percent, once a victim tries to leave a relation- 
ship. In addition, for many, leaving is not finan- 
cially feasible. i 

Finally, the most dangerous myth is: “There is 
nothing I can do or say to help.” The following 
list of Five Things to Say That are Yery Helpful] 
to'a Victim was’ compiled by survivors of domes- 
tic violence, and is taken from Sarah Buel’s 
“The Dynamics of Family Violence”: 

1. ‘Tm afraid for your safety.” 

2. “I'm afraid for the safety of your children.” 

3. “It will only get worse.” 

4. “We are here for you when you are ready or 
when you are able to/leave.” 

5. “You deserve better than this.”

Roger and Denise Hatton, - 
farmers from Pahokee. who 
grow sugar cane and sweet 


> corn, were the keynote speak- 


ers Oct. 10 at the annual ban- 
quet for the Okeechobee Farm 
Bureau Federation. Mrs. Hat- 
ton delivered the bulk of the 
information and she and her 
husband, Roger, responded to 
questions form the audience 
concerning the issue of the pro- 
posed constitution amendment 
to tax sugar farmers in the 
Everglades Agricultural Area 
only a penny-per-pound on the 
raw sugar grown on their 
farms. The. proceeds are 
allegedly earmarked to restore 
the Everglades, but the work 
on the amendments do not 
require that. 

“I am from an agricultural 
background and thankfully the 
Lord gave me a farming hus- 
band 80 I can keep that. We 
raise both sugarcane and 
sweet corn in western Palm 
Beach County.” 

“Our purpose for being here 
tonight is to address the one- 
cent tax. I think that you 
understand this is something 
we are asking you to vote no 
for. What I would like to do 
tonight is to equip you if some- 
one should ask you to tell them 
why, you will have some addi- 
tional background information 
to help you share why it is

“I found today that while I 
was going around talking to
